George 






Skinhead Times began life way back in December 1989 when a certain 
George Marshall decided to explore the new concept of a Skinhead 
newspaper. The first issue was a 4 - page affair but since then the 
paper has gone from strength to strength. Sadly though, it all had to 
end. Skinhead Times has waved the Skinhead banner for what is probably 
the last time. A shame for the scene's best zine. However, all is not 
lost as S.T. Publishing is still going as strong as ever with book 
-releases coming out regularly. At the last count threr was 12 (or is it 
<513) book releases and two of them are also available in German. There's 
f^also a long queue of books waiting to be unleashed onto an unsuspecting 
general (ish) public. This is one of the reasons that Skinhead Times bid 
it's final farewell. 

In the following interview, George telis his views, likes and explains 
the reasons for the end of Skinhead Times. 

First of all, what was it that stopped you doing Zootl and when did you 
start doing Skinhead Times ? 

I actually started Skinhead Times while Zootl was still going. Zootl 
only came out four times a year, and the idea was that Skinhead Times 
would help fill the gap between issues and allow me to cover a wider 
range of music. The first Skinhead Times appeared in December 1989. I 
felt Zootl had gone as far as it could, and at the same time money was 
becoming a problem (what's new ?). I couldn'T afford to put out a farewell 
issue at the end, but kept Skinhead Times going as it didn't cost much 
to produce. 

The idea of having a Skinhead newspaper as opposed to a fanzine was an 
original one. What or who gave you this idea ? 

I was at the printers to collect an issue of Zootl and while waiting for 
it to be packaged, I saw they were printing a newspaper for someone else. 

I asked about it and the more I heard, the more I liked it. There was a 
Mod newsletter at the time called The Phoenix List which claimed to be a 
newspaper, but was really just a sheet of paper folded in half. It gave 
me the idea though and so I started a newspaper just for Skinheads. The 
newspaper format was also intended as an alternative to the tabloid 
newspaper bullshit written about our cult. 

Do you own any Scooters ? If so, what and do you think that scootering 
plays an important part in the Skinhead scene ? 

I did have a couple of Vespa's, but don't have any at the moment. Yeah'7 
I think that scootering is an important part of the culture for a lot of 

Skinheads ? for years, the rallies were the main focus for the Skinhead 
cult. 
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^ scootensts slag off scooter Skins, labelling them trouble causers. 
What are your feelings about this stereotyping ? 

As with all stereotypes, it's bullshit. Some scooter Skins do cause trouble 
as do some scootensts who have no connection with Skinheads. It's just 
an easy option - blame somebody else instead of solving the problem. That 
said, most scooter clubs welcome Skinhead members and I think the majority 
know that Skins are just as dedicated as anyone else on the rallies. 

What are your musical preferences ? 

Skinhead reggae first and foremost, ska, some soul, some glam, some 01i 
some mod, some sixties. Loads of stuff really. 

Do you support S.H.A.R.P. and how do you see the future 
No, I don't support S.H.A.R.P. ,but I don't judge people by the colour 
oi their skin either. I've never agreed with labels for Skinheads like 
Trojan Skinheads, Oi Skins, etc.,. Skins are Skins full stop and you 
shouldn't have to justify that to anyone. Personally, I think S.H.A.R.P. 
has just added another division to an already shattered cult, but at the 

end of the day it's up to every individual Skinhead to believe and support 
whatever they want. 

You have now wrote a number of books associated with the Skinhead scene 
^d It's music. How many have you written and what was the most enjoyable ? 

I ve written four now. The Two Tone Story, Spirit of 69 - A Skinhead 
Bible, Total Madness and Bad Manners. My favourite and most enjoyable 
one has to be The Two Tone Story because it was the first one and I was 
really proud of it and still am. 

Do you think it's possible to attract new young blood into the Skinhead 
way of life and if so, what in your opinion is the best way ? 

It's the biggest problem facing the cult today really. Most of those 
joining the cult today are either ex - skins going back to their roots 
or blokes in their twenties, but what skinhead is really all about is 
12 and 13 year olds kicking cans about on street corners. All we can do 
IS hope that our style and music does find support among some young kids 
and then to encourage them instead of writing them of as plastics. 

Snobbery has no place in our cult, especially today. 

Would you welcome a full scale Skinhead revival or would the sight of a 
trendie, dressing in Docs and a Ben Sherman, send you diving to the 
nearest public loo to graciously deposit your entire daily intake of food'i^ 
Trendies make me sick whatever they wear, but I would welcome a new Skinhead 
revival. It would be great to walk down the street and to see a dozen 
little Skinheads coming the other way. Because give them ten years, and 
ten of those little Skinheads will have lelt the cult and the other two 
will be writing the 'fanzines and playing in the bands of their day. 

What happened to Max the Dog ? 

Max was my white Boxer dog and he died in August 1993. He was 13 and i'd 
had him for 11 years. It was a really sad day and I still miss him, but 

at least he has gone down in Ska history courtesy of the Max the Dog says 
Do the Ska I album. 

Skinhead Times was a great asset to the Skinhead cult and you have done a 
great job producing it. Why have you decided to call it a day ? 

Basically, it has grown so much over the years and that has brought it's 
fair share of problems. I ended up working seven days a week and 
something had to give before I burnt myself out. What I didn't want to 
happen was for me to lose the enjoyment of doing it and then allow it to 
go downhill. The Skinhead cult deserves the best and I didn't want to 
give artything less. It wasn't an easy decision to take as a lot of people 
relied on Skinhead Times, but better will come. There will always be other 
Skinheads and skinzines to carry our banner loudly and proudly. 
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I'd just like to thank 
George for his time and 
effort and to congratulate 
him on everything he has 
put into the Skinhead scene 
over the last few years. 
Well done mate and long 
may it continue. STAY PROUD

At the start 
of March, George Marshall, editor of 
Skinhead Times and supremo at S.T.Publishing? 
brought Channel 4's cameras to the good old 
North-East. What unfolded was a day of 
filming and drinking that may, if shown, 
ombarress one or two people (namely me 
Neil and Graham.

George 
then decided it would be rather fun to interview me a bit more - "a before 
and after 10 pints shot would be good" he joked (not). I can’t remember 
what the hell I said but it might be interesting finding out. 

Then, sadly, the day was at an end. A thouroughly enjoyable day was 
had by everyone involved and it was time for our tearful goodbyes. Thanks 
to George and the crew for a great day. Sorry to the film lads whose 
names I have completely forgotten. If you get chance to go for ^ drthk 
with George Marshall then do it, he’s a real genuine bloke. The documentary 
should be on Channel 4 around September time. Don’t miss it. It'll 
certainly be worth watching, if only to see me make a fool of myselflli 
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The G-Men are a four piece band from the North-East of England (although 
they are currently looking for a brass section - see advert). They started 
life back in 1989 and have since gone through a number of line-up changes, 
with only Dins and Mark Wilson remaining from the original line-up. They 
have actually gone through about five or six drummers! They have played 
gigs all over the country and have supported the likes of Bad Manners, 
Selecter, Laurel Aitken, The Nutty Boys and many others. 

As the current line-up stands there's Dins - keyboard/vocals, Mark 
Wilson — guitar, Mark Barrett — bass guitar and Tim on drums. Now, every 
group has their anthem song and "Bottle of Dog" is one that should have 
been released a long time ago. 

Anyway, this short interview is with vocalist and keyboard player with 
the G-Men Dins (Andy Dinsdale). What do we want .? 





How did the band get together ? 

Crozer (ex-bass player) and me used to play in a Ska band years ago. 

We hadn't done anything for a few years and were getting a bit bored, 
so with the help of Mark (Wilson) and a few other people we managed to 
get the G-Men going. 

Where did the name G-Men originate ? 

I wanted something short, something easy to work with, and being a bit 
of a fan of the old gangster movies, such as Dillinger, G-Men (Government 
Men or FBI) seemed like a good option, and you know that the G-Men always 
win in the end. 

Who would you say are the G-Mens biggest influences ? 

I can't really speak for the rest of the band, but my biggest influence 
has to have been Madness. They kept going through most of the 1980's 
when there were very few other bands around, hence I probably listened 
to them a lot more than anyone else. 

Which is your most memorable gig and who have you enjoyed supporting 
the most? 

The Christmas Skamas at Sheffield was probably the most memorable as it 
was such a big event, but the one I enjoyed actually playing most was 
at Middlesbrough supporting The Selecter. Back stage, I would say Laural 
Aitken is the best person, he is friendly, and likes a good natter.

Where was the first gig and how did it go ? 

The first ever G-Men gig was at a Scooter Club Christmas bash in Redcar 
in January 1990. Considering we were really crap, very toilet, we went 
down suprisingly well. 

The Ska scene in the UK seems to be seriously stale at the moment. What 
in your opinion are the possible causes of this ? 

Yeh, the Ska scene isn't exactly jumping right now, but 1 think that 
you've just got to make the most of it. The.causes are many and varied 
lack of new blood is one, which is partly due to the lack of decent media 
exposure, but what can we do but carry on. . 

A lot of Ska bands are spending most of their time abroad. What are the ^ 
reasons for this and have the G-Men had any foreign offers ? --r— 

The main reason is obviously money, and who can blame them'. If I was 
doing it for a living I would be playing where the money was. Although 
it isn't just the money, food, booze, changing rooms and even hotels 
are all sorted out for you in many places in Europe. You are lucky if 
the sound check is on time in this country'. We have had some nice offers 
to play in Europe, but as yet we have not been able to take any of the 
offers up. 

The G-Men have yet to record any material for general release. Is this 
a future plan of the bands and indeed have you had any offers ? 

Yes it is definately one of our aims to get some songs released, one way 
or another. Line up changes cause many problems in a band, but for us 
recording suffers the most, and we always seem to be replacing someone 
or other. We have had plenty of good offers, but once again we have not 
been in a position to take any of them up. 

What do you you see as the biggest threat to the Ska/Skinhead scene in 
general ? 

Apathy 1 Apathy is by far the biggest threat. The day that the few dedicated 
individuals like yourself give up writing zines, or putting "do's" on. 
will be the day the scsene dies. We have just got to keep on doing the 
Ska, and who knows, maybe things will change for the better next year ?
